FORMER McGILL 
PROF. DIES AT 
CORNELL UNIV. 



Prof. A. M. Gray Had Been 
111 For Some Time. 



DISTINGUISHED GRAD. 

Winner of Whitworth 
Scholarship at 
Edinburgh. 

Alexander M. Gray, Director of the 
Department of Electrical Engineering 
at Cornell University, died on Thurs- 
day morning, Oct. 13th, after a pro- 
longed illness. 

The late Prof. Gray was a gradu- 
ate of McGill University, and a for- 
mer member 'of the staff of the Dept. 
of Electrical Engineering. 

Gray won a Whitworth Scholarship 
in Edinburgh, and came to this coun- 
try tc complete his studies, entering 
the third year in Electrical Engineer, 
ing in 1904. After graduation in 
1906. he was for some years employ- 
ed in the designing department of 
the Allis Chambers Bullock Co. at 
Milwaukee. During these years he 
collected the material which later he 
published in his book, "Electrical Ma- 
chine Design," which is used as a 
text book in design in the majority 
of the- colleges and unvcrsitics of 
Canada and the United States. 

Gray joined the staff of the Dept. 
of Electrical Engineering of McGill 
in 1910, ils assistantp rofessor, and 
proved to be one of the best and 
most popular teachers McGill has 
even had. He has a very warm place 
in the affections of those who were 
privileged to attend his lectures. 

Gray's second book, Principles and 
Practice of Electrical Engineering, 
was written as a textbook for non- 
electrical students, and was immedi- 
ately adopted by a large proportion 
of the American -colleges. His work 
in design and in the general field of 
electrical engineering, was of such an 
astounding quality that he was chos- 
en to write the section on Direct Cur- 
rent Machinery for the last edition oi 
the Standard Handbook for Electrical 
Engnccrs.. 

In 1915 Gray acccpcd the position 
of Director of the Department of 
Electrical ■ Engineering at Cornell 
University, and left McGill. much to 
the regret of both the staff and the 
student body. 

While at Cornell he became active 
in the work of the American Institute 
of Electrical Engineers) and was ap- 
pointed chairman of one of its prin- 
cipal committees. 

His poor health seriously inter- 
fered with his work during the last 
few years, but he fought against his 
weakness with the greatest courage. 

The end came on the morning of 
Thursday, Oct. 13th, the day of the 
classic-unions, and no one was miss- 
ed fro>n the ranks of 1906 more than 
Gray. 

A letter was read from hiin at the 
dinner regretting his inability to be 
present and expressing his love for 
Old McGill.'

DESCENDANT OF 
PEPYSAT McGILL 

Reporter Made Discovery in 
Rooming-House. 



A short time ago, at a well-known university, the following 

1 question was asked in a kind of general knowledge paper: On what 
. does the success of university life depend? Of course the answers 
given to this query were many and varied, but not a few among 
the candidates in the examination had sufficient insight into stu-' 
dent affairs to answer correctly. And their answer was : that the sue- _ 

. cess of university life depends not on the electing of good officers 
nor the efficient work of these officers, but instead on the con- 

V scientious co-operative effort of every last student. 

Now what lesson are we to draw from this, for it applies to us 
as well as to every other university? When we think the matter 
over seriously for the first time and really begin to perceive its 
great significance most of us receive an entirely new and novel im- 

■ pression, to wit, that the success of our university life as a whole 
rests as much with every one of us as with any one else. After we 
have taken this in and digested it wc are very apt to wonder how 
it has been possible for us to exist so far without fully comprehend- 
- ing thé truth of this almost axiomatic proposition. But such is 

I the nature of we mortals that the easiest way out of anything diffi- 
cult or boring is almost always the most acceptable, and is usually 
the passing over of the difficult task to any other or others wc can 
find to do it. 

This sentiment is not a worthy one even though it may quite 
conceivably work* out in many cases and particularly is it unwor- 
thy in côlrtige students of intellect and purpose of will w.ho should 
be abïfc to see their duty and fulfil it. 

The student life of a university is a complexity of multifarious 
I activities which in turn may be divided into individual component 
parts, in this case these parts being the individuals taking part in 
the said activities. The societies of a modem university are so 
many and of such various kinds and interests that it is practically 
impossible, and at McGill quite so, that a student should not b.e- 
' 'lorigto one or.anothçr cithern, even if his only connection be his 
faculty undergraduate organization. Thus the whole resolv.es it- 
self into à great living organism, and as such depends for its proper 
and most useful existence on the working, together of all its mem- 
• bers, just as the human body requires the harmonious operation of 
: all its various members and organs for its perfect action. 

There is an old maxim familiar to all, which says "United we 
stand; divided we fall." Now this is not quite applicable in the 
extreme literal sense of the statement to the instance under dis- 
cussion. But à sliglrTmodification of it covers the ground perfect- 
ly* well "With the co-operation of everyone we succeed; with- 
outMt we cannot put forth our best efforts" seems to fit the case. 
It is true that even if some hang back and do not do their fair 
share of the work that others will probably do some of it for them, 
that everything will not fall through because some do not take ac- 
tive parts. But it is also true that without the fullest individual 
heip we cannot achieve the most wished-for heights of success. 
And in order to secure that aid it is necessary that each one of us 
take to heart a full measure of our individual responsibility. Let 
us think it over.

Such a to-do this day about the col- 
leges as I never did sec. All\hc morning 
my new comrades a-pacing about the 
streets with gay-coloured ribbons in 
kind of red and white silk; pleasing 
enough to behold. Vastly troubled I was 
at the first when a great lad swooped 
down upon me to bid me don a queer 
round caip in the selfsame colours. 

I consider :n all humility that I did 
show most commendable governing of 
myself in that I did resolve to humour 
the fellow, feeling that I had kept too 
much as one apart from the rest. So 1 
went over with him to the others, and 
shortly set off a great throng of us with 
much beating of kettle-drums and blar- 
ing of the trumpet towards the big hill 
set over against the town. 

There such a gathering of many people 
as fair made me gasp for breath. Then 
a little while and after much shouting in 
unison certain men came out on a flat 
field in front of us to engage in a game, 
or rather a sort of a battle, whereat the 
tumult was redoubled, and I found even 
myself shouting with as good a will as 
any man. 

I cannot in good faith set down the 
divers happenings in their due succession 
The contest soon ended, and then some 
right merry fellows bore inc off with 
them to a tavern, and there forced upon 
me a queer sort erf yellow wine very like 
to some of the sack I have drunken 
in London, only much to more strong.

STUDENT RELIABILITY. 

"Wc can not depend upon' college 
students," a downtown business man 
told us the other day. "We have to train 
them for six months before they learn 
that they must do what they say they will 
do when they say they will do it." 

Wc took the opposite side, of course 
but after thinking it over, decided with 
Roger that "There is much to be said on 
both sides." 

Undoubtedly four years of life at the 
average university, four years of cutting 
classes, failing to keep appointments and 
of only half doing assigned work does 
unfit a man- for the prompt and accurate 
work required in the business world. The 
student who takes advantage of his op- 
portunities to do lax work in college 
has much to unlearn when he comes to 
the end of his four year's course. 

Imagine what would happen to the in- 
dividual outside of college who appeared 
on the job late on the average of twice 
a week during the year. 

His job would not last a year. 

Or imagine what would happen to the 
same individual if he promised to do 
.piece of work on Monday and came 
around the following Saturday with the 
apology that he hadn't time to finish it 

Yet university students arc guilty of 
these same offenses dozens of times 
week. Cutting classes started the first 
day. Failing to' keep appointments with 
instructors on time, or not coming at 
all is so common that the instructors 
count on a student being late, and arc 
themselves the offenders when the stu- 
dent shows up on time. Late work in all 
classes is so common that dire penalties 
have to be devised to get in on time. 

These conditions arc perhaps not uni- 
versal. It is the truth that hurts, how- 
ever, and the charges of the downtown 
business man hit close enough to be pain- 
ful. •

ARTS LAW IN

Practically New Line-up for' 
Last Year's Champions, 
obligations 



The McGill-Quccns game is rapidly 
becoming the main subject of discussion 
aî last Saturday's contest fades into the 
background, the reports concerning the 
Presbyterians have been to the effect 
that they arc the team to beat if McGill 
wishes to win the championship and a 
bitter contest is expected this weekend. 

The defeat of Varsity two weeks ago 
at the hands of the Limestone City team 
gave a surprise to all of the followers 
of the game but the downfall of the 
Parkdale twelve before the fast moving 
Queens aggregation has put them up in 
in the list of leading teams in Canada. 

The McGill men who have seen their 
opponents of next Saturday in action 
feel that they can take the measure of 
the visitors but they realize that a hard 
struggle is ahead if the honors are to 
come to the home team. The injection of 
a third team of high calibre into the iu- 
tcrcollegiatc contest has added the zest 
to the race that was necessary to .make 
college football outline all of the 
other leagues in popularity. 

Already the demand for the paste- 
boards for the game is increasing to 
such an extent that it .is predicted that 
another record crowd shown in the tirs^ 
intercollegiate game here has given the 
sporting public a taste of what may be 
expected during the remainder of the 
season and they arc all flurrying in an 
attempt to secure the choice seats. 

Whether the combination of Laidly 
and Harding on the Queens backlinc will 
be enough to beat McGill is the big 
question in the minds of most of the 
rugby fans. It was generally conceded 
that the Queens line was the weak part 
of their team until tiic game last Sat- 
urday when they went through and beat 
their opponents at line plays.. 

McGill will be a much better team 
than that which took the field against 
Toronto. Shaughncssy has seen ' the 
weaknesses in bis line and has already 
started to correct them. It is very 
likely that sonic new blood will be 
injected into the team in the persons of 
a few of the players who have been act- 
ing as substitutes. There arc several 
promising young players who have been 
held out of the game so far and it is 
probable that they will he given their 
first chance to appear before the public 
on Saturday.* 

It was found that Doug McGregor 
was suffcrring from appendicitis when 
he was taken to the hospital yesterday 
and 'it was feared that lie would bi 
out of the game. However, the report- 
late last night were to the effect that it 
would not be necessary to operate and 
he may be seen in his regular place for 
the next, game. 

Yesterday the seniors rested up, and 
Shaughncssy devoted his time to the 
second string men in an effort to dis- 
cover just which" players could be relied 
upon if they were moved up to the sen 
ior squad. Several of the youngsters dis- 
played good form and a few were told 
to report to the training tabic last nigljt. 

It is hoped that all of the regulars 
will be able to take part in the game on 
Saturday and. if McGill does not have 
any more injuries to players this week, 
the chances for a win on Saturday 
should be very bright.
